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DECLARATION OF JONATHAN SERRANO 
I, JONATHAN SERRANO, declare: 
he I am an associate attorney in the law firm of Dinsmore & Shohl LLP, proposed 


special counsel for Richard A. Marshack, the Chapter 11 Trustee (“Trustee”) for the bankruptcy 


estate (“Estate”) of The Litigation Practice Group, P.C. (“Debtor”) in the above-captioned 


bankruptcy case (“Case”). As such, except as expressly stated otherwise, I have personal knowledge 
of the facts set forth below and could and would competently testify under oath thereto if requested 
to do so. 

2 At approximately 10:30 a.m. on Tuesday, June 20, 2023, I was advised by a clerk for 
Judge Clarkson that the hearing on this Emergency Motion (I) for Entry of Interim Order: (A) 
Authorizing The Trustee to Obtain Post-Petition Financing and Superpriority Administrative 
Expense Claim Pursuant to 11 U.S.C. § 364; and (B) Setting Final Hearing; and Pursuant to Final 
Hearing, (II) for Entry of Final Order Approving Post-Petition Financing on a Final Basis [Docket
